County estim ated to cost $8,500,000 
carries the approval of the con­ 
gressional flood control commit­ 
tee, but since the entire bill is ve­ 
toed no money will be available. 
Dams were to be located on W al­ 
nut and Deer Creeks to govern 
the stream s coming through Pick­ 
away County. 
Primarily, the chief executive re­ 
jected tile measure in line with 
his constantly-repeated objection 
to 
congressional 
authorizations, 
which later impose an obligation 
on congress for actual appropria­ 
tions. He pointed out that exist­ 
ing 
authorizations already 
run 
into large figures. 
Then he added: "Regardless of 
every other construction, it seems 
to me that the non-military acti­ 
vities 
of the W ar 
Departm ent 
should give way a t this time to 
the 
need for military 
prepared­ 
ness. This is a need, not so appar­ 
ent a t the time the (rivers and 
harbors) bill was under considera­ 
tion by the congress, th at m ust 
now be recognized by all as a m at­ 
ter demanding priority of atten ­ 
tion. 
"W ith respect to the few items 
in the bill that are of national 
defense value, I would be glad to 
approve separate legislation cover­ 
ing these projects.” 
The vetoed bill would have au­ 
thorized future prosecution of 151 
rivers and harbors projects and 
also would have directed the sec­ 
retary of w ar to make surveys of 
149 additional projects. 
"Of the existing authorizations 
for river and harbor projects to­ 
talling $207,720,140,” the Presi­ 
dent advised congress, "there are 
so-called inactive projects in the 
amount of $49,746,390. Tile re is 
also carried in the pending war 
department civil functions appro­ 
priation bill an amount of $25,- 
000,000 for construction work on ac­ 
count of existing projects authori­ 
zations. This leaves a balance of 
outstanding authorizations for ac­ 
tive projects in the amount of 
$132,973,750. 
"It seems to me that this bal- | 
ance supplies a sufficient back log : 
of authorizations for appropria­ 
tion purposes without the neces­ 
sity or desirability of adding there- j 
to

By this method, the 
hand shown would be signed off 
at 4-Spades. A call of 4-Clubs 
would ask about aces, response of 
4-Hearts would show one, and 
4-Spades would be the final call.

return, the Johnson Act would become 
inoperative, and the United States would 
extend immediate w ar credits. 
Behind this, of course, is not so much j 
the matter of w ar debts, but the very real 
fear that the United States may lose its j 
greatest bulwark of protection — the 
British fleet. 
How' important the British fleet is to 
American defense is only jflst percolating 
to the general public. Real fact, however, 
is that the United States is not now pre­ 
pared to defend both the Pacific and At-J 
lantic coasts, and will not be prepared for| 
four more years. 
It would take at least 
that long to build a second fleet. 
The keystone of American defense has; 
b een : 
1. A big navy in the Pacific. 
2. Friendship 
with 
Great 
Britain,, 
which rules the w'aves of the Atlantic. 
According to the Chip Robert plan, 
Great Britain wrould enter into a contract! 
with us to deliver the remains of her fleet 
| in case of defeat. Legally, this might give 
the British an excuse for not signing away | 
their ships to Hitler. 
Actually, a good part of the fleet— at 
least in North Atlantic waters— would be 
out of commission before the British sur­ 
rendered. 
However, some British vessels 
still remain in South American waters, at 
Singapore and in the Mediterranean. 
NOTE— Another

formal consideration by Moille of the in­ 
siders is to repeal the Johnson Act and 
give immediate credits to the Allies, in 
return for a mortgage on the French and 
British possessions in tile Western Hemi­ 
sphere.

A Coffee Legend 
It is a somewhat more aristo­

our dive bombers,” the statem ent said. 
“A great number of British tanks were left destroyed and burned 
out on the battlefield. The rest of the troops tried to escape. 
“A t Arras the British saw themselves forced to fight, and not to 
rely on the French and the Belgians. They were trying to cover the 
retreat of their troops who arc attem pting to reach the channel in a 
rapid march. 
'•Whether it will be possible for them to em bark alter the destruc­ 
tion of the quays and harbor facilities by German planes is doubtful.” 
Emphasizing the charges of a British rout, the German press said 
O n . Ix>rd Gort, commander of the British Expeditionary Force, has 
gone back to England and is not expected to return to the continent. 
Meanwhile, dispatches from the front told of spreading Nazi pres­ 
sure not only in the channel region, but also along the southern bulge 
of the German offensive toward Paris. 
Unofficially, it was said the Germans, repeatedly aided by waves of 
bombing planes, hammered their way beyond Soissons, historic World 
W ar battle scene about 55 miles from Paris. The fighting in this sec­ 
tor. however, was reported growing into huge proportions. 


From Paris: 
Allied forces smashed forward to the outskirts of Cambrai today as 
the “battle of Flanders” raged in full sway. 
(A Reuters (B ritish> dispatch from Paris said French m ilitary cir­ 
cles claimed the fighting was developing “extremely favorably for the 
French.”) 
The advance to Cambrai’s outskirts, about 20 miles southeast of re­ 
captured Arras, was announced by the French high command as the 
Allies launched fierce counter-attacks against the northern German 
flank in France. 
The new Allied smash appeared to indicate a 20-mile gain in the 
space of 24 hours. 
German plane lasses in the terrific battle were estimated officially 
at 1,000. 
Millions cf men and thousands of planes as well as every other im ­ 
plement of modern w ar are being employed on a scale never before 
known in the titanic struggle. 
H eart of the battle lies in the region stretching from Cambrai to 
Valenciennes. 
A spokesman for the French high command said: 
“The battle has only started. But it is a great battle—a truly great 
battle.” 
The spokesman disclosed the battle started yesterday when the 
Germans launched their anticipated huge offensive. 
The fighting raged far into the night and was resumed with increas­ 
ing violence this morning. The high command spokesman added: 
“The Germans launched their drive in the region between Valen­ 
ciennes and Cambrai. Throughout the day and night there were flukes 
and refluxes. 
There were advances at some points and retreats at 
others. 
“It was a grand melee.” 
According to the spokesman, however, the battle progressed under 
conditions “satisfactory to the Allies.'’
